SOLVING THf MEAT PROBLEM 


Cattle Must Be Considered With Gen 
era! Agricultural Interests— Keep 
All Breeding Cows. 


If the government can take up the 
cattle business and make beef by 
statute, then the meat shortage is 
solved, If not, we must aid and depend 
upon the citizenship of the nation. Tho 
cattle must not be thought of as some­ 
thing apart from, but considered rath­ 
er with the general agricultural inter­ 
ests of the country. 
Stock farming should be encouraged 
everywhere. The calves and yearlings 
will be needed at the silos and on the 
farms and ranches. 
There is no reason for antagonism 
between the stockman and the fanner, 
and when conditions admit of it, one 
should be both, says a writer in Den­ 
ver Field and Farm. 
They need the 
same protective legislation for their 
premises, for the health of their stock, 
preservation of bird life and the de­ 
struction of predatory wild animals. 
We would advise every man who can 
do so to hold his good breeding cows 
off the market, because there is good 
grass on the range, and roughness on 
tho farms going to waste while mil­ 
lions of people in the United States 
will go without beef in the next ten 
years. 
The cow in the hands of the man 
now- able to hold lier is the only source 
of relic f in sight and she will return 
her ow ner a good profit. 


BEST SIZE OF SILO TO BUILD 


Not Advisable to Construct Recep­ 
tacle With Diameter Over Twenty 
Feet—Right Height. 
VACATION MONEY 


In building a silo one should plan 
well the width of the silo. If the Bile 
is too wide for the number of stock to 
be fed from it daily, there will not 
be a sufficient amount of silage taken 
from the silo per day, especially in 
warm weather, to keep the silage from 
spoiling. 
A depth cf 2 to 2*4 inches of silage 
should be taken from the silo per day 
during the w inter months, and a depth 
of three inches per day during the 
warm summer months. 
If the stock on a farm is equivalent 
to from tenuto fifteen cows, the siic 
should have a diameter of about tee 
feet; if equivalent to fifteen to twenty 
five cow s, a diameter of about tweive 
feet; if equivalent to twenty-five tc 
thirty-five ccws, a diameter of about 
fifteen feet; if equivalent to thirty-five 
to forty-fivo ctiws, a diameter of six 
teen feet; if equivalent to forty-five*tc 
sixty-five cows, a diameter of eighteen 
feet; if equivalent to sixty-five to sew 
enty-flve cows, a diam eter of eighteen 
feet. 
For a herd of seventy-five cowl 
or ever the diam eter can be frau 
eighteen to twenty fe e t

Hyde, sixty-seven years old, million­ 
aire land dealer and former president 
of the board of education of San Fran­ 
cisco, left the federal penitentiary 
here, after serving 16 months, his first 
statem ent was that those months had 
been the most useful of his whole life. 
He added that he would return to his 
home in California, where his. wife, 
daughter and three sons are waiting 
for him, not afraid to look any man in 
the face. 
“Not only have these IG months 
been the most useful iii my career,’ 
said Hyde, “but this period has beeL 
the happiest of my life, and I have de 
rived more good from my work at tin 
prison than at any other time.” 
Sentence Is Commuted. 
Hyde was imprisoned in December 
1913, after one of the most sensations 
court battles in the history of th 
country, 
lie was sentenced to serv 
two years for alleged conspiracy v 
land frauds, but the sentence wa 
commuted by President Wilson.

For the last three or four years 
Missouri farmers who own silos have 
noticed the growth of a peculiar red 
mold in the silage. 
In some years it 
has appeared only in small quantities, 
hut in others it has appeared at a 
depth of as much as fifteen feet and 
has Infected areas two or three feet 
square, often adhering to the sides of 
the silos . Several farmers have writ­ 
ten to the college of agriculture of 
the Universit of Missouri asking what 
the cause of this mold is and what to 
do to stop its ravages. 
Experiments conducted in the Lib­ 
erator of the department of botany 
show that the growth does'not occur 
without the presence of free oxygen. 
Its occurrence in the lowrer depth of 
silos is probably due to the fact that 
the silage when packed was not suf­ 
ficiently tramped. 
Another factor which has some in­ 
fluence on the presence of molds in 
silage is that of moisture. Very often 
silage is put away too dry. 
Molds 
develop in much greater abundance 
where the silage 
is 
only 
slightly 
moist. 
The Chinese people use a red 
fungus—the 
mold 
of 
which 
corre­ 
sponds to the red mold of silage—in 
manufacturing red rice, a substance 
used as a food coloring and as a bev­ 
erage. 
The fact that the Chinsese do use 
the pigment in preparing a beverage 
tends to show that the fungus is not 
poisonous. 
Many 
farmers 
thought 
that the mold was 
causing 
death 
among stock. The mold has appeared 
in the silage on the farm used J>y the 
college of agriculture, but it is thought 
that no deaths have occurred among 
stock because of this growth. 
The 
mold 
has
